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MANY BODIES ARE 


TAKEN FROM MINE 


OVER ONE HUNDRED MEN PERISHED IN 


THE A WFUL DISASTER—SEARCH- 


ING FOR THE DEAD. 


JOHNSTOWN, Penn., July 11.—Early 


today it was not known how many 
perished in the awful disaster at the 
Rolling Mill Mine of the 
Cambria 


Steel Company. 
At 
5 o'clock this 


morning eighty-seven bodies had been 
recovered. 
Of these forty-seven 
all 


contorted, and many blackened and 
burned, and some of them headless, lie 
stretched on rough slabs in the impro- 
vised morgue in the Armory Building-. 
Forty more are in cars in the mine 
ready to be borne out as fast as room 
can be made for them. 


MANY 
ARE DEAD. 


The latest estimate o£ the number o£ 


dead reduce the fatal scope of the ca- 
lamity. 
But those, while fixing it at 


around one hundred, are not conclusive. 
General Mine Superintendent George 
T. Jjtobinson would not say at this time 
whether he thought there were 100 or 
300 dead. He says there is no way of 
knowing until a full investigation is 
made. When that will be, he says he 
has no means of telling. All rests with 
the difficulty 
to 
be 
encountered in 


clearing- the heading of after-damp. 


It was 5:30 o'clock when the first 


train-load of victims was brought to 
the mouth of the main entry. 


Forty-nine cars were used in bring- 


ing forty-six dead 
bodies and 
four 


living injured. .The discovery of t.he 
dead bodies was made by a searching 
party about 10 o'clock last nig-ht. They 
were lying in the main heading about 
two miles in from the main pit-mouth. 
No attempt was made to remove them 
until certainty was established that no 
more living remained in the mine. 


SUDDENLY STRICKEN. 


From the position of the bodies the 


miners 
were 
evidently eating their 


lunches when suddenly stricken by the 
explosion. 
They were seated in groups of five 


and ten with their buckets and the re- 
mains of their lunches scattered over 
the floor. 
Evidently their lives were 


snuffed 
out quickly and easily. 
The 


first statement was given to the As- 
sociated Press representative by Super- 
intendent Robinson at 7 o'clock this 
morning. 
He said: "As to the direct 


cause of- the explosion I cannot exactly 
say. 
We know there was an explosion 


oC fire-damp in the sixth right heading 
of 
a 
section of the mine commonly 


known as the Klondike. 
So far as I 


can find out now there were not more 
than three or four deaths in the explo- 


on itself. 
The balance were caused 


by the fire-damp. 


THE RESCUE WORK. 


'Our mine officials, the mine fore- 


man, Henry Rodgers, fire boss John 
Ketallic, machine boss William Robin- 
son, 
who is my 'brother, and a Slav., 


whose name I do not know, were back 
eating lunch when the explosion occur- 
red. They immediately went down to 
the point of the explosion to put up the 


slopings in order to carry the air In 
its proper channel again. These were 
blown down by the force of the ex- 
plosion. 


"They, -with the exception of the as- 


sistant foreman and one of the 
fire 


bosses, were overcome by a fter-diimp. 
They were found 'by a rescuing party 
and the chances are that all will re- 
cover with 'the exception of my broth- 
er. 


"As to the rescue work, I directed it 


to commence just as soon after the ex- 
plosion as possible. 
We started at 1 


p. m. We worked our way down 
by 


pulling- up brattices in order to carry 
the air in with us. I suppose it was 
10 o'clock at night before we 
came 


across the bodies of the living. 
Doe- 


tors John Lou-man and John Hannan 
went down with us. They carried tanks 
of Oxygen with them and they were 
emptied with good effect on the living. 


"We found twenty-five dead on our 


way to these four living. Twenty more] 
were found later on. They were scat- 
tered through that section of the mine. 
Most of them were on their way 
out 


when 
caught 
by 
the 
fatal after- 


damp." 


"lliaing lingineer II. G. Moore and my- 


self will orgajiize another searching- par- 
ty and go in at 9 o'clock this morning. 
There is damp in thn left headings, which 
will make our progress toilsome. Part 
of the mine is so-iniod with after-damp 
we cannot get in until we turn the cur- 
rent of air in." 


BODIES OF VICTIMS. 


When :the bodies of the victims cams 


from the mine" a long Ihie of waguna 
tt-erc in waiting to take them to the 
morgue in the city. 
There they were 


backed up to a door and a large force 
of police wero ready to check the great 
throng from pressing in too close. 


Body after body was dragged from the. 


wagons and taken inside. Many of them 
were blackened and unrecognizable until 
the undertakers got to work. The arms 
of must of thtm were twisted in front 
of them as if to shield their faces frum 
tire. The left hand of one man was torn 
off at tho wrist. 


VAULT OF DEATH. 


The bodies 
now 
recovered 
were all 


found about two miles in from the main 
Pit mouth. 
The headings leading- from 


that region off to the Mi. where it is ex- 
pected most of the dead will be got, may 
Hot be entered by tho searchers today. 
; -The Rolling Mill mine, lias been worked 
for about fifty years. Five or six years 
ago the section where the disaster oc- 
curred yesterday was opened. The miners 
fancifully .called it the Klondike. 
It i.s 


said that for il:e past ten years gas has 
been noticed in it and careful inspections 
were kept up. In .the fast three years 
safety -lamps had been carried by the 
men. 
, Frank Sabot, one of the boys who 


met death in a heroic endeavor to save 
his comrades, was safely out of the mine 
after th^ explosion. He worked in tho 
mine ever since the Klondike was opened 
up. After (he explosion Jie hastened into 
the vault ot death to do wh-U lie could 
to close, the traps and cheek the spread

DISCREPANCIES 
IN 
SOME 


PANAMA 
CANAL 


CLAUSES. 


WASHINGTON, July ll.—With the ex- 


ccp'tton of signing the 'treaty by which 
Colombia will confer all necessary rights 
in-cident to the building of the Panama 
Canal route by the United States Gov- 
ernment, Senor Concha, the. Colombian 
Minister, Heri-au, First Secretary of the 
Legation, and William X<?!son Cromwel), 
representing the Panama CanaJ and Rail- 
road Company, are busily engaged in go- 
ing over certain 
points in the treaty 


which must be modified before the instru- 
ment can be signed. 


Neither the Stabe Department nor the 


Colombian officials hare care to disclose 
the nature of the modifications whJch it 
has now became necessary to make in the 
treaty, but it is understood that all of 
them, either directly o-r indirectly, involve 
the question of sovereignty. 


Tlve close study now in progress of the 
Isthmian Cana.l act and -the treaty 
pre- 


sente<d by the Colombta.ii Government de- 
velops .apparently important differences 
and obscurtli-es in the letter of the docu- 
ments, which may not, however, exist in 
their spirit. 
For instance, section 2 of 


the canal act authorizes .the President to 
acquire from Colombia "perpetual con- 
cit)f of n. strip of land . . . whk-h con- 
trol shjull include . . . jurisdiction over 
said strip and the ports at the ends 
thereof, to make such police and sanitary 
rules and regulations aa shall be neces- 
sary to. preserve order and preserve the 
public health thereon and to establish 
such judicial tribunals as may be agreed 
upon thereon as may -be necessary to cn- 
lorce, such rules and 'regulations."
